Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  for  1947. 

The  Infantile  MortaUty  rate  has  again  shown  a higher  figure  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales — there  were  18  deaths  among  babies  under 
1 year,  of  which  1 1 occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period  (that  is,  within  one 
month  of  birth)  and  15  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  congenital  debihty, 
malformation  or  birth  injury  over  which  environmental  conditions  have 
no  direct  control. 

Overcrowding  has  again,  as  in  former  years,  presented  a great 
problem,  although  213  houses  were  erected  during  the  year.  The  Coun- 
cil have  several  large  schemes  on  hand  which  should  materially  alleviate 
the  condition  in  the  near  future.

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  Corby,  for  the  first  time  since  its  concep- 
tion has  a lower  birth  rate  than  that  for  England  and  Wales — possibly 
the  tendency  for  the  fall  in  birthrate  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  acute 
shortage  of  houses. 

Mr.  Marsden,  who  was  your  Sanitary  Inspector  from  the  district 
becoming  an  autonomous  authority,  left  in  December  to  take  up  an 
appointment  in  Umtali,  Southern  ^odesia.  I wish  to  place  on  record 
my  appreciation  of  his  work  especially  during  the  difficult  times  of  the 
war  years. 

The  Immunisation  scheme  is  still  progressing  satisfactorily  and 
during  the  year  reinforcing  injections  were  given  to  633  children. 

I wish  to  thank  your  Clerk  and  Surveyor  for  their  help  and  co- 
operation during  the  year  and  also  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support.

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. — Infectious  cases  are  removed  by 
the  ambulance  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board.  Non-infectious  and  accident 
cases  are  removed  by  the  Corby  Ambulance  under  the  administration 
of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. — The  Corby  Nursing  Association 
which  is  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  provides  the  ser- 
vices of  three  whole  time  nurses.  Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during 
1947  are  as  follows

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. — A County  Council 
Welfare  Clinic  is  held  once  weekly.  A Medical  Officer  also  attends  each 
week.  An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  also  held  weekly. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  treatment  of  Tuber- 
culosis and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  weekly  at  the  Health  Clinic, 
Market  Street,  Kettering. 

Orthopaedic  cases  attend  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at 
Corby. 

Persons  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  the  Ket- 
tering and  District  General  Hospital  every  Thursday  evening  under 
the  County  Council  scheme. 

Under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  treatment  was  offered  free  of  cost. 
Cases  were  referred  for  treatment  by  medical  practitioners,  health  visi- 
tors, and  district  nurses,  and  98  received  treatment  during  the  year. 


Dipbtberia  Immunisation. — From  1941  free  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  was  offered  to  children  from  one  to  fifteen  years 
of  age.

SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  Water. — The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  was  407,000 
gallons,  of  which  63,000  gallons  were  taken  for  industrial  purposes.  The 
heavy  falls  of  snow  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  considerably  increased 
the  yield  of  the  Council’s  two  wells  and  no  serious  diminution  occurred 
until  the  middle  of  the  year.  The  yield  from  the  wells  still  remains, 
however,  below  the  averages  prevaUing  before  the  drought  years  of  1943 
and  1944.  It  was  necessary  to  take  a supplementary  supply  daily  from 
the  Corby  and  District  Water  Company  except  during  a short  period 
in  March. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  submitted  monthly  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  results  have  been  generally  satisfactory  as  indicated 
by  the  figures  quoted  :

2.  Public  Cleansing. — The  difficulty  of  obatining  sufficient 
labour  experienced  during  previous  years  persisted  in  1947  and  it  was 
therefore  impossible  to  do  more  than  continue  a fortnightly  collection 
of  refuse.  For  the  same  reason  it  was  not  possible  to  proceed  with  any 
material  improvement  in  the  system  of  refuse  disposal,  by  tipping  in 
old  ironstone  workings.

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SECTION  E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926.  56  samples  of  milk  were  submitted 
for  the  Methylene  Blue  test.  The  results  were  tabulated  as  follows 
Good,  50  Moderate,  3 Bad,  3 

Twenty-seven  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  during 
the  year  to  the  phosphatase  test.  All  the  results  were  satisfactory. 


SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis. — Two  cases  occurred  within  the  Urban 
District,  one  was  in  a young  adult  and  the  other  was  in  a child  aged  two 
years.  In  the  latter  case  the  disease  was  contracted  while  on  hoUday  in 
Scotland  and  very  httle  was  noticed  until  paralysis  of  muscles  super- 
vened. Both  cases  were  removed  to  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and 
recovered. 

Salmonella  Infection. — An  outbreak  occurred  in  June  which 
was  limited  to  six  persons,  all  members  or  relatives  of  one  family.  A 
young  mother  aged  30  years  was  admitted  to  Hospital  on  20th  June  and 
died  on  23rd  June.  The  cause  of  death  was  given  as  Uraemia,  suppres- 
sion of  urine  and  suppurative  broncho  pneumonia,  subsequently  a 
blood  examination  showed  Salmonella  infection  and  Salmonella  New- 
port was  isolated  from  the  faeces.  Two  others  were  removed  to  hospital 
while  the  remaining  three  persons  presented  no  clinical  signs.  Salmon- 
ella Newport  was  isolated  from  the  faeces  of  all  the  cases.  In  spite  of 
widespread  enquiries  and  numerous  bacteriological  examinations,  the 
original  source  of  the  infection  was  not  found. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 
These  Regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken 
during  1947. 

Pubhc  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62  and  PubUc  Health  Act,  1936, 
Section  172.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  whereby  an  infec- 
tious case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  may  be  compulsorily  removed  to 
hospital. 

Twelve  cases  of  Respiratory  and  three  cases  of  Non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  two  deaths  from 
Respiratory  and  one  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  After-Care.  The  Committee  continues  to  function 
very  well  and  takes  a great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  patients.
